19th and close January 8th, ac- 
cording to F. K. Jones, Hunt Di- 
rector, Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission. 

*The following is a partial list of 
the 1960-61 Hunt Regulations for 
the J. W. Corbett Wildlife Manage- 
ment Area. A complete set of 1960- 


61 Hunting Regulations can be ob- ], 


tained at the checking stations on 
this area or at the Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission Regional 
Office in West Palm Beach, Jones 
said. 

1. Legal game and. bag limits: 
Hunting seasons and bag limits are 
the same as for the Fourth District 
exéept hogs are legal game, with a 
season's bag limit of two (2) per 
hunter. 

2. A public hunting area permit, 
in addition to the regular license 
reqpirements, iS necessary for any 
person to hunt on the J. W. Corbett 
Wildlife Management Area, This 
permit car be obtained from any 
county judge or .his designated 
agents. £ 

3. Guns and dogs are allowed 
only during the open season desig- | 
nated for the area. 

4 No fires, other than camp 
‘fires, shall be started. Pergons 
starting woods fires or forest fires 
are liable to prosecution. 

5. Dogs must’ have a collar with 
name and address of owner at- 
tached. Dogs that are found in the 
refuge or area running cows will 
be picked, up and impounded by 
Wildlife Officer's. 

6. The use of rifles is‘prohibited. 

7. Camp structures must be re- 
moved from the area within one 
day after the closing of this man- 
aged hunt. 

8. Parking of vehicles on grade 
roads is prohibited.
